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Up to Congress 
To Decide 


Says Reductions 
Will Hit Basic 
Gov't Programs 


Indicates Feelings

WASHINGTON IP — President 
Eisenhower said today if Congress 
wants to cut his budget substan­ 
tially it will have to decide which 
government programs are to be 
cut, eliminated or slowed down. 
The only place where substantial 
reductions can be made, he said, 
are in such basic programs as de­ 
fense and security, veterans and 
farm benefits. 
The chief executive made the 
statement at a crowded news con­ 
ference attended by 236 reporters 
to indicate how strongly he felt 
about the House resolution, s*pon 
sored by Democrats, calling for 
substantial reduction of his $71 8 
billion budget 
and asking 
him 
w here and how it can be cut. 
If any great cuts are to be made. 
he said, it will be necessary to 
reduce, eliminate, or slow down 
such basic programs as defense 
and security, veterans benefits and 
the farm program. 
No Stop in Florida 
Otherwise, he said, there could 
be no great savings because only 
a small percentage of spending 
planned for fiscal 1958 are suscep 
tibia to administrative savings. 
Other highlights of Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s news conference: 
1. The President disclosed that 
he plans to leave late Thursday 
from Norfolk, Va., aboard a Navy 
cruiser for a slow trip to Bermuda 
instead of vacationing in Florida 
prior to his Bermuda meeting next j 
week with British Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan. 
2. He preferred not to discuss 
the implications in Egyptian plans j 
to take over civil administration 
of the Gaza Strip 
He said nego- 
-liations involving Gaza are in the 
hands of the United Nations and 
he did not want to prejudge an 
ultimate solution. 
3. He said that if the United 
States decides to make aid avail­ 
able to Poland, he will ask Con j 
gress for the power to make loans j 
to the Polish state should there be 
any legal ban on such loans. 
Would Support Hall 
4. As for reports of congression 
a1 grumbling because of his inac 
cessibility to members of the House 
and Senate, the President said he 
had never received any complaints 
5. He insisted that he had no in 
tention of injecting himself into I 
internal affairs of the Republican 
Party in New York state by say 
mg last week that if leonard W 
Hall, former COP national chair 
man, ran for governor he would 
have a booster in the President 
Mr. Eisenhower said 
he would 
have nothing to do with a New 
York primary fight among Repub 
beans, but he would give Hall his 
enthusiastic support if he became 
the candidate. 
In discussing the budget. 
Mr 
Eisenhower said that so far as he 
knows passage of the House reso 
lution marked the first time Con 
gress ever called on a chief execu 
tive to cut a budget. 
He said Congress alone has the 
constitutional power to appropri­ 
ate 
money, 
and the 
executive 
branch can’t spend a cent without 
prior approval of the House and 
Senate. 
Approves Budget Re study 
He said in reply to a question 
that he has not seen the exact 
language of the House resolution 
But he said equal attention should 
be given to a statement by the 
Senate Republican Policy Commit 
tee Tuesday calling on Congress 
to reduce the budget wherever pos 
sible and consistent with national 
defense and essential government 
fuctions. 
The President emphasized that 
he has no objection whatever to 
re-examination of his budget—by 
Congress or the executive branch 
Word was passed to congression 
a1 leaders that the President does 
not want any cuts made in his $13 
billion program to build new class 
rooms during the next four years.

Eisenhower announced today he 
expects to leave by Navy cruiser 
from Norfolk, Va., late Thursday 
for a leisurely cruise to Bermuda 
where he is due March 20. 
The President, who has h em suf­ 
fering from a 
head cold, cough 
and inflammation of the left ear 
for some time, had hoped to go 
to Florida for a few days prior to 
his Bermuda conference next week 
with British Prime Minister Har­ 
old Macmillan. 
He told his new conference to­ 
day, however, that he had decided 
not to go to Florida, hut would 
seek out sunshine aboard a Navy 
cruiser during what he called a 
very slow trip to Bermuda. 
He is scheduled to reach Ber­ 
muda next Wednesday. 
His con­ 
ferences with Macmillan begin the 
following day.

Stratton Favors 
Program to 
Treat Alcoholics 


SPRINGFIELD <UB> — Gov. Wil­ 
liam G. Stratton's office said today 
he looked favorably on a legislative 
commission's report urging a $300,* 
OOO a year treatm ent and rehabili­ 
tation program for alcoholics in 
Illinois. 
Tin' report presented 
by 
the 
Commission on the Care of Alco­ 
holics recommended that the pro 
posed program be paid for with 
an increase in one of the taxes on 
liquor. 
The commission, headed by Sen. 
Marvin F. Burt (R-Freeport), es­ 
timated there are 333,4310 alcoholics 
in Illinois and said Illinois lagged 
behind other states in starting a 
program aimed at alcoholism. The 
report said 32 other states already 
have started programs. 
Under the proposed plan, a sep­ 
arate division would be set up in 
the Welfare Department to admin 
ister the alcoholism program, but 
the program would be on a state- 
aid basis to local communities. 
The report recommended state 
aid for establishment of out patient 
clinics foi alcoholics in ‘‘strategic 
locations” around the state and 
in-patient clinics near large cities.

Almost all Americans, except the Communists, agree th a t the 
state is organized to serve tho interests of man; that individual man 
is always to be considered as more important and of more u ltim a te 
value than his nation. 
In fact, one of our basic contentions ag ain st 
all totalitarianism is that the individual man is deprived of his rig h tfu l 
freedom and his rightful responsibility. 
Despite this agreement there is, among us in our time, the an c ie n t 
temptation to idolatry—to make the nation our supreme value and 
to worship it in place of God. 
A lively faith in God, who is above 
the nation and above all nations, appears to be the only way to assure 
both patriotism and individual liberty. 
The 40 days of Lent which lead up to Easter in the C hristian 
calendar have often been related to the 40 days of Jesus’ tem ptation 
in the wilderness 
One of the temptations which he faced had to do 
precisely with the relationship of God and the nations. 
In his parable, Jesus tells of Satan offering him the pow er and 
the glory of all the nations of the earth if only he would bow down 
before Satan in worship. 
Jesus’ reply was to remind the prince of 
this world that there is only One to whom ultimate loyalty is due— God. 
In the recent revision of the pledge to the flag the words “ u n d e r 
God” were added so that it now reads: 
"I pledge allegiance to the 
flag of the United States of America and to the republic for w hich 
it itands—one nation under God, indivisible, with liberty a n d ju s­ 


tice for all.” 
Some have criticized this change as merely a pious addition 
which, they say, serves only to increase our confusion of religion 
end patriotism, leading people to suppose that Americanism and 
Christianity are, after all, the same thing. 
For myself I believe, on the contrary, that whatever w ere the 
mixed motives of some of those who voted to insert the w o rd s, it 
is a good thing to be reminded regularly that the nation is under 
God, 
Even when we are most patriotic, it is good to rem em ber 
that God is over all nations and that His children 
are in th e m all. 
At this time of great power for the American nation, all of us 
need to remember that, although we have been greatly blessed in 
this good land, God is just and will play no favorites. 
Selfishness, however much enlightened, will lead us to the d eca­ 
dent luxury that has been the downfall of empires 
in the past.

God has founded the world on justice and His kingdom is a kingdom
